371 Wabash avenue, whero I saw her for tho 
first time. I went at onco from tho train to 
tho flat whero sho lived on Walmsh avenue. 
"When I lirat mot her, 'Gone announced my 
presence aud brought her iu. I said to hor: 
'This is Madeline, I. suppose. Tho letters I 
have brought bacli will explain my mission, 
and Charlie has decided to leave yon and live 
with his mother. 
Ho wants me to take this 


Hat and keep boarders. Yon had bettor give 
him up peacefully and quietly.' Sho was very 
angry, and she said if ho attempted to loave 
hor, she would kill him."

Wood Finish. 


lliebne-u o£ eflL-et may be gained in 


decorative woodwork by usiug woods of 
diilereiit touu, aucli as amaranth and 
aniboynii, by inlaying and veneering. 
The Hungarian ash and French walnut 
afford excellent veneers, especially tho 
burls or guarls. 
A i'ev,' useful notes on 


the subject arc given by a recent Ameri- 
can authority. 
In varnishing, the var- 


nishes used can be toned down to match 
the wood, or be made to darken it, by the 
addition of coloring matters. 
The pat- 


ented preparations known as "wood fill- 
ers" are prepared in cli flu rent colors for 
the purpose at' preparing the surface of 
wood previous tu the varnishing. 
They 


fill up the pores of tho wood, rendering 
the surface hard and smooth. 
For pol- 


ishing mahogany, walnut, etc., the fol- 
lowing is recommended: Dissolve bees- 
wax by heat in spirits of turpentine uu-' 
til the mixture becomes viscid; then ap- 
ply by a clean cloth, and rub thorough-; 
ly with a flannel or cloth. 
A common 


mode of polishing mahogany is by rub-! 
bing it first with linseed oil, and then1' 
by a cloth dipped in very fine brickdust; 
a good gloss may also be produced by' 
rubbing with linseed oil, and then hold-, 
ing trimmings or shavings of the samo 
material against the work in the lathe.' 
Glaas paper, followed by rubbing, also 
gives a good luster. 


There arc various means of toning or 


darkening woods for decorative effect— 
logwood, 
lime, 
brown 
soft 
soap, 


dyed oil, sulphate 
of 
iron, 
ni- 


trate o£ silver exposed to sun's rays, 
carbonate of soda, bichromate and per- 
manganate of potash, and other alkaline 
preparations are used for darkening the, 
wood; the last three are specially recom- 
mended. 
The solution is applied by dis- 


solving one ounce of the alkali in two 
gills ot boiling water, diluted to the re- 
quired tone. The surface is saturated 
with a sponge or flannel, and immediate- 
ly dried with soft rags. The carbonate 
is use for dark woods. 
Oil tinged with 


rose madder may bo applied to hard 
woods like birch, andaredoil is prepared 
from soaked alkanot root in linseed oil. 
Tho grain of yellow pine can be brought 
out by two or three coats of japan much 
diluted with turpentine, and afterward 
oiled and rubbed. 
To give mahogany 


tho appearance of age, lime water used, 
before oiling is a good plan. 
In staining 


wood, tho best and most transparent effect 
is obtained by repeated light coats of the 
same. 
For oak stain, a strong solution 


of oxalic acidis employed; for mahogany, 
dilute nitrous acid. 
A primary coat, or 


a coat of wood-ii'lers, is advantageous. 
For mahogany stains the following are 
given: two ounces of dragon's blood dis- 
solved in one quart of rectified spirits o£ 
wine, well shaken; or raw sienna in beer, 
with burnt sienna to give tho required 
tone; for darker stains boil a half pound 
of madder and two ounces of logwood 
chips in one gallon of water, and brush 
the decoction while hot over the wood. 
When dry, paint with a solution of two 
ounces of potash in one quart ol' water. 
A. solution of permanganate of potash 
forms a nipid and excellent brown stain.

There are a groat many persons iu Eock 


county who will bo surprised and sad" 
deued to hear of tho death of Mr. 8. H 
Slaymaker, of tho town of Turtle, who 
diod this morning. About a week or ten 
days ago ho war; taken down [by typhoid 
fever, but in a mild form, and up to yes- 
terday, his symptoms in nowise appeared 
alarming. But a sudden change took 
place aud his death quickly followed. 


Mr. Sluymaker was bora iu Pennsyl- 


vania, in B1R80, am! after learning the 
printing business and graduating at the 
Marshall college at .Lancaster, Pennsyl- 
vania, he came to Rock county, settled iu

been chairman of tho town board of su- 
pervisors, and member of tho county 
board, and wua chairman of tho county 
building committee during that term, 
lie was also vice president of tho second 
national bank of Beloit. In 185G he mar- 
ried a Bister of Mr. J. H. Reigart, of Be- 
loit, who still survives him, but leaves no 
children. Mr. Slaymaker was highly es- 
toemed by a very largo acquaintance, and 
his death in tho very primo of manhood, 
will bo deeply deplored. 


Mr. Sluymaker wan a very successful 


aud conservative business man, thorough- 
ly reliable, unflinchingly honest, aud wher 
ever known [his word was as good as n 
bond. Hia sturdy character and his man- 


January 3d, 1883. District Attorney 
Cooper immediately rose and moved that 
the defendant be sentenced, but Mr 
Ebbetts asked that thoy might havu a 
little time to make a motion for a new 
trial, aud tho judge said ho would do 
nothing in the matter until this morning.

Chil'ord lost all BoU-control, and 
burst into tears; then rising he embraced 
his mother, aud for fnlly h'vo minutes 
they remained locked in each other's 
arms, with sobs nud broken exclamations 
of "Poor mother I" "My poor boy!" many 
times repeated, until at length Clill'ord's 
friends and counsel came-forward and en- 
deavorei to quiet hiai, telling him thai 
this was not the end. But he only broke 
from his mother's arms, motioning her 
away, and exclaiming an she hesitated, 
"Qo! go, I Ray!" and then staggered to 
the bar and leaned his head upon it in 
perfect abandonment of grief, while his 
mother was led from the room byfriendH. 
Tho sheriff kindly bathed Ids forehead, 
which was covered with perspiration, 
with a handkerchief dipped iu water, and 
he finally became snlliciently composed to 
bo returned to jail. Tho sherilT adjusted 
a handcuff on one of the prisoner's wrists, 
and on one of his own, aud ChiFord mute- 
ly motioned to another officer to take his 
other arm. Thus supported he was led 
from the room. 


Whatever may have been thought of 


the demonstrations of affection between 
Clifford and his mother, during the trial, 
this, plainly, was not acting nor for effect, 
and though those who saw it may have 
remembered that hearts had suffered for 
the murdered man, there wero nouo but 
felt for tho stricken mother's grief over 
her wayward son.

Judge Bennett was 
averse to delay, and said that ho had 
often deplored the tardiness of justice in 
this country; but ho did not think that 
justice would be frittered away by grant- 
ing reasonable time; aud he also con- 
sidered tho fact that Mr. Ebbetts was 
summoned by telegraph to attend his 
sou, who is sick iu Chicago, aud so 
could not attend to the matter now. Ho 
therefore granted a stay of 
proceedings 


until January 4th next, when tho argu- 
ments for a now trial will be heard. 


The judge announced that ho would not 


adjourn court, but would hold it open for 
tho transaction of business, but there 
will be no jury present until January 3rd 
next,
